Defeated Rival Willing to Aid 


Governor McMullen. But Is Not 


Framing Administration 


Policies. 


Governor McMullen devoted his 


time Friday to. the budget 


message which lie Is preparing to 
dellvre to. the legislature in joint 
convention next Tuesday. 
While 


tb<; list of appropriations he pro- 
poses to recommend is practically 
completed, changes are being made 
fro'i tiine to time. The goernor 
is still conferring with heads of 
his departments in regard to needs 
of state activities. 


John N. Norton of Polk, demo- 


cratic rival candidate for goernor 
last fall, called, on Governor Mc- 
Mullen Friday forenoon. 
Follow- 


ing his defeat for governor Mr. Nor- 
ton publicly tendered his services 
to the successful candidate for any 
service within his power to render. 


Governor McMullen held a short 


conference with Mr. Norton. The 
nature of the meeting or whether 
it was held at the request of the 
governor, was not divulged. 


"I am willing that the adminis- 


tration should formulate its own 
policies," was all Mr. Norton would 
say when asked if the governor 
had asked him for his opinion upon 
the amount of appropriations need- 
ed for state activities, particularly 
the agricultural department, or for 
eradication of bovine tuberculosis, 
or whether he favored a special 
continuing levy for the university 
and normal schools for buildings. 
My record in past legislature will 
show how I stand on support of 
state institutions." 


Governor McMullen is continuing 


his policy of asking his depart- 
ment and expending agencies of 
the state to designate the place or 
fund where he shall insert the par- 
ing knife. Requests for appropria- 
tions filed with the governor were 
so large in the aggregate that he 
reported to be cutting them in 
many instances.

This is also 
true of children who are just be- 
ing put on other foods besides milk. 


This happens more otteu during 


the nighf than in the day time 
Sometimes the urino is so stioiig 
that the baby's buttocks aie scald- 
ed and the mother has a hard time 
hefliug up this burning. 


The same thing does not cause 


this condition in all children. Some- 
times a milk that is very lich in 
its cream content will be the cause. 
Some children do not digest cream 
well, even small amounts of it, and 
when they are put on a rich cows' 
milk they show the disturbance by 
this acid urine. Of course the cure 
in this case comes in reducing the 
amount of cream, giving butter- 
milk or skimmed milk for a short 
period and then reintroducing the 
cream into the milk a few table- 
spoons at a time and doing this un- 
til the urine becomes strong again. 
One should try and keep below this 
point. 


Sometimes it is because the child 


is getting too much sugar in the 
diet, too many potatoes, cereals, su- 
gar in the formula, and other 
sweets and starches. It is well to 
think of the diet carefully and try 
and discover if the baby is being 
fed largely on starchy foods and 
then by reducing the amounts of 
these, the trouble will be cured. 


Sometimes it means that the for- 


mula is just too strong for the 
baby, more milk than he can digest 
in the day. The indigestion is mir- 
rored in the condition of the urine. 


The condition can be helped tem- 


porarily by the addition of lime wa- 
ter or soda water to the diet, but 
this is not a cure, merely a palli- 
ative. To use alkalies to cure an 
over acid condition means that the 
condition is as bad-as ever when 
the alkali is removed from the diet. 


Vegetables are naturally alkaline 


in their reaction. The giving of 
vegetable 3uices in soup is a nat- 
ural cure for this condition. One 
should rearrange the diet so as to 
do away with whatever is causing 
the acid urine and give the baby 
vegetable soup daily to help the 
condition.

equally serious indication that the 
virility of the American youth is 
not up to the standard of young- 
sters in foreign countries. 


It does not follow that American 


schoolboys are 
falling into the 


class of weaklings because their 
older brothers can't survive the 
test of a fast mile or the punish- 
ment of a marathon, but it does in- 
dicate that something is respon- 
sible for the lack of runners like 
Sheppard, Jones and other stars of 
yesterday in the current class of 
athletes. 


Considering the natural advant- 


ages that the United States has 
over a little country like Finland, 
in an elaborate and perfect educa- 
tional system, in better economic 
conditions which enable boys to 
play more than boys in other eoun- 


i tries and to learn how to play from 
the instruction of skilled coaches, 
it is strange that distance running 
has become such a lost art in this 
country.
